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DISTRICT NO. 1. 


PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE :—JOSEPH FOLLANSBEE. 

TeacHEeR :—Miss Nella J. Sanborn, of Kingston. 

Money appropriated, $220.38. Length of School, 25 weeks. 

This school was in charge of a teacher now well and _ favora- 
bly known in our town. It made fair progress, and had some 
pupils at the closing examination who gave evidence of careful 
study, thorough drilling, and judicious training. Except at the 
close of the school, the teacher and pupils received few visits 
from those who should be interested in their welfare. During 
the summer term only one name, beside that of the committee, 
is recorded on the visitors page of the Register. On this subject 
we quote the following from the teacher’s remarks: ‘I know 
by experience it would give both scholars and teacher more 
confidence in their ability, and more ambition to work, if the 
parents in the district would show that they were interested in 
the progress of their children, by visiting the schoo] during the 
term, and remaining long‘enough to render the pupils familiar 
with them there; so that, at the closing examination, they would 
not be afraid to answer the questions asked, but feel at ease in 
the presence of parents, visitors, and school committee. By 
thus doing, methinks all interested would be in a far better 
position to judge correctly of the progress, of the pupils, and 
of the value of the teacher’s work.” 

From the ‘‘Deportment” column of the Register we learn that 
out of the 32 pupils attending the first term, only 10 are favored 
with the plus sign, indicating that they stand above mediocrity ; 
while 21 have a zero, or ordinary mark, and one a minus sign. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


PRUDENTIAL CoMMITTEE :—Moses J. Eaton. 

TreacHers :—First Term, Miss Eliza J. Webster of Kings- 
ton; Second Term, Miss Clara E. Whidden, of Stratham. 

Money appropriated, $169.66. Length of school, 23 weeks. 

In this district the pupils, as a whole, are somewhat in 
advance of those in District No. 1. This is in part due to the 
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fact that one-half of the pupils in this district are 12 years of 
age and upwards; while in District No. 1, less than one-third 
have attained that age. The summer school in this district was 
fully up to the average, in deportment, and advancement in the 
several educational branches. Although the winter school was 
taught by one more accustomed to study than to teach, the 
teacher’s first effort here as an instructress showed that by expe- 
rience and observation she may make an excellent teacher. 
She came highly recommended, with a diploma from the State 
Normal School, and entered upon her task with that zeal and 
determination which are possessed by those only who strive to 
do their best in whatever work they undertake. If she made 
some mistakes, if at times she. acted unwisely, either in govern- 
ment, or in imparting instruction, she doubtless now looks back 
upon those errors of judgment, with a purpose to avoid them in 
the future. There are no marks in the Register to indicate the 
deportment of the pupils during the summer term; this part 
of the record is important and should not be omitted. No 
school committee, or occasional visitor, so well knows the gen- 
eral behavior of each seholar as does the teacher, and it isa 
part of her duty, unpleasant though it may be, faithfully and 
impartially to make such record. We have known pupils who 
were the most troublesome in school, to be ameng the most 
circumspect in the presence of visitors ; and we want the teach- 
er’s opinion expressed in the Register. This column for the 
fall term is partially tilled out, the girls being credited with 4 
ordinary marks, and 8 plus signs, indicating the best behavior ; 
while the spaces opposite the boys’ names are left blank. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


PRUDENTIAL CoMMITTEE :—Otis W. Towle. 

TEACHER :—Mrs. Sarah E. Parker, of South Hampton. 

Money appropriated, $95.90. Length of school, 22 weeks. 

The number of pupils in this district the past year, though 
small, has been somewhat larger than it was the year previous. 
As in the past, the teacher has faithfully discharged her duty. 
The record of attendance is specially gratifying, the names of 
6 out of the 12 pupils being given as not having been absent 
during the year. The Register we find neatly kept and well 
filled out. In deportment, for the first term, 6 pupils are 
marked at mediocrity, 1 below, and 5 above. The record for 
the second term shows some improvement; the pupil having 
the lowest mark the first term making a decided gain. This 
fact is worthy of mention as the tendency is often the other 
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way. It frequently happens that a disturbing element increases 
as the school year advances. It is pleasant to speak of a refrac- 
tory boy as growing better. There is hope for such a one that 
in future years he may become a useful and respected man.

Before closing this report, we wish to call the attention of all 
interested to the fact that the appropriation made the past year, 
according to law, was less than the amount raised for any pre- 
vious year since the year 1870. The wages paid teachers being 
the same as when a much larger sum was expended, the schools 
have been proportionately short. In no other year for the past 
twenty-five years, have there been so few weeks of teaching as 
in the year 1877. Twenty-eight years ago, in 1850, Miss 
Rebecca M. Davis, a teacher of acknowledged ability, who 
taught the school in District No. 1, received 810, 67 per month, 
and board, and taught 424 weeks. , Among the studies pursued 
that year were Algebra, History, Botany, and Physiology. In 
1852, and also in 1853, the same district paid $9. 00 per month, 
and board, with about the same length of school. In 1856, 
when there were 53 pupils in the school, the district paid 
$17.00 per month the first term, and $20.00 the second term, 


these sums including board. Miss Rosa Brown taught this 


school in 1857, when the pupils numbered more than in any 
other year since the school Registers came into use, 34 weeks. 
The whole number of pupils under her instruction that year 
were 78. ‘The wages of the teachers that: year are not given in 
the record, but the statement showing that the amount of 
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money raised was nearly the same as that raised by the town 
the past year, indicates that they were not high. 

These figures apply only to the school in District No. 1. ‘The 
wages of teachers in other distr icts have been considerably less. 
But it may be said that these were the prices of pedagogics 
before the war. Let us now see what they were from 1862 till 
1870. The following statement shows the wages paid per 
month, including board, in the different districts, together with 
the names of the teachers :

Norr. The Board of Selectmen solicited proposals for the 
re-building of the Bridge over the Powow River, near the resi- 
dence of Alfred Jewell. All the proposals were rejected. Mr. 
S. P. Eaton made a proposition to the Board that he would re- 
build the Bridge, setting back the west butment seven feet and 
putting in a pier the same distance from the butment for, 
$190.00, which was more than fifty per cent. less than the prop- 
osition of the best and most reliable party who offered proposals. 
This work was to be done according to the proposals under the 
direction, and to the satisfaction of I. F. Purinton. Upon 
taking up the Bridge, it was found that the stringers resting on 
the butments were unsafe and unfit for furthur use at full 
length, but could be used if the pier was put in the middle of 
the Bridge. One stringer was worthless and the change of the 
location of the pler required longer stringers than those speci- 
fied in the proposition of Mr. Eaton. The extra charges for 
these changes was $22.28; making a total cost to the i of 
$212.28. Of this sum $175.00 has been paid to Mr. Eaton, 
and the balance, $37.28, will be due to him on the completion of 
the paving of the river bed satisfactory to Mr. I. F. 
Purinton.
